FRENCH POET WOUNDS AN 
ITALIAN DUKE IN DUEL 


Former Declared Victor in Joust 
Following Argument Over Tax 
on Free Theater Ticket.

PARIS. Oct. 22.—In a duel fou cht 
this morning, Duke Lanza de Camas- 
tra, Italian nobleman, was wvunded 
by a thrust from the sword of .Jac- 
ques Richepin, author and hishand 
of Cora La Parcerie, actress-theate 
nianager. . The Duke’s forearm was 
penetrated about an inch and a half 
by his opponent's blade. The noble- 
man insisted on continuing but after 
four minutes’ further fighting, the 
s@conds called the fight and de- 
clared the poet victor. 

The dispute arose at the Core La 
Parcerie Theater when the door- 
man tried to collect a Government 
tax on a free’ ticket presented by tte 
Duke. Richepin endeavored tv evx- 
plain matters but the Duke became 
offended and is said to have applied 
the epithet “blackguard” to the poet, 
Richepin responding with a slap on 
the ducal cheek.

bank. 

Meininger was convicted several 
months ago in the Franklin County 
Circuit Court and sentenced *o the 
penitentiary.

Not One Could Operate for 40 
Minutes, Otherwise, Fed- 
eral Judge Says.

The case was that of Staniey 
Chroczowski, proprietor of a s#loun 
at Second and Barton streets. Wal- 
ier Kelly, a blind lawyer, had de- 
murred to the sufficiency of ar af 
fidavit on which a search warrant 
was issued. Patrolman Reed, who 
nade the affidavit, then testified 
that when about 60 feet from tie 
saloon hé saw three men go ints 
tHe place and get drinks, which -vere 
poured from a bottle by the defen4- 
ant Into small wRisky glasses. 

The Judge said that if a glass of 
whisky was 60 feet away from him 
h would recognize it as whisky. 

The demurrer was overruled and 
Kelly then -offered a plea of guilty. 
He said, in reply to a question from 
the court, that his client was still in 
business. 

“Operating one of those so-called 
soft drink parlors,” said Judge Faris. 
“There’s 2000 of those -places in St.

100 POUNDS OF HOGS NO LONGER 
VALUE CF 11 BUSHELS OF CORN 


Traditional Comparative Scale Brok- 
en First Time in 50 Years; Wal- 
lace Investigates. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON. Oct. 22.—Investi- 
gation as to whether the prevailing 
low prices being paid for hogs-are the 
result of undue influences is being 
made by Secretary Wallace. Over a 
period of 50 years, the Secretary has 
fo the value of 100 pounds of 
hogs has been approximately — the 
equivalent of 11 bushels of No. 2 corn 
at Chicago prices, but the price has 
fallen to such an extent as comparea 
with the rising prices of corn that 
the forn-hog ratio at present is much 
out of line with normal. 

Hogs closed last week around $7 
per 100 pounds for the average of 
bulk of sales, while corn closed the 
week at $1.07 a bushel. The low 
price of hogs for the vear was $6.65 
for the week June 11-16, when corn 
sold at 84 cents. There was a grad- 
ual increase in prices until the week 
of Sept. 10-15, when the average 
packer and shipper purchase price 
was $8.56. Corn sold that week at 
an average of 89 cents. In the last 
month hog prices have declined more 
than $1.50 a hundred poynds, while 
the price of corn has increased 27 
cents t bushel.

Experts, Who Investigated 
the Naval Oil Reserve, Say 
Production’ Will Fall Far 


Below Estimates. 


REPORTS ARE LAID 
BEFORE SENATE BODY 


Result of Inquiry Supports 
Contention of Fall, Whose 
Policy Was Attacked in 


Lease to Sinclair. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Teapot 
Dome, the Wyoming naval oil re- 
serve, leased last year to Harry F. 
Sinclair, is being drained so heavily 


by adjacent private operators that it 
will produce far less oil than orig- 
inally predicted, in the opinion of 
two expert geologists, who investi- 
gated the situation for the Senate 
Public Lands Committee. 

The reports of the two _  investi- 
gators, laid before the committee to- 
day in its inquiry into charges pre- 
ferred by Senate critics of the Sitm- 
clair lease, supports in general the 
contention of administration officials 
tnat the geological position of Teapot 
Dome made it no longer feasible to 
continue the policy of leaving the oil 
ii the ground as an undeveloped re- 
serve. 

Although the Bureau of Mines es- 
timated originally that -he reserve 
contained from 135,000,000 to 200,- 
000,000 barrels of oil, the commit- 
tee of geologists predicted that the 
yield from the main bearing sands 
would not exceed 24,000.000 to 26,- 
000,000 barrels. This estimate is 
even smaller than that receatly made 
as a result of a separate survey by 
the Navy and Interior departinents 
Fall Warned of Drainage Danger. 
The danger of drainage of the Te- 
serve by @private operators in the 
adjacent Salt Creek? field was put 


the Interior Department az a com- 
pelling cause for the leasing policy 
he inaugurated. In agreement. with 
that view, two geologista not only 
reported that {t was impossibdle to 
hold the reserve for the navv in- 
definitely but both of them indorsed 
ythe policy of developing T-avot 
Dome by leasing to one efficient 
management. 

The two geologists, Frederick G. 
Clapp and James O. Lewis of New 
York were selected last spring from 
an list of 100 submitted by the Geo- 
logical Survey. They were chosen 
with the corcurrence of both Re- 
publican and Democratic members 
of the committee anw were required 
to sye assurances that they had no 
confections with any oil company. 

Inquiry Started by La Follette. 

There were indications today that 
(heir report would have an impor- 
tant effect on the trend of the com- 
mittee’s inquiry, which was.begun 
in response to a resolution by Sen- 
ator La Follette, Republican, Wis- 
consin, after he and others fad as- 
sailed the Sinclair lease as a co- 
lossal raid on valuable Government 
property. About 60 per cent of the 
Teapot Dome reserve was found by 
tHe two geologists to be olil-bearing 
land, while the Bureau of Mines had 
estimated that its “First wall’ leve! 
would vield 30,000,000 barrels of oil. 
The geologists said that these levels 
had been found to be entirely dry. 
From the “Second wall” level, Clapp 
estimated a yield of 26,000,000. 
Lewis’ estimate was ‘Not less than 
12,000,000 barrels of oil, nor more 
than 24,000,000 barrels.” 

“The higher figure is but a frac- 
tion of the estimated 156,000,000 bar- 
rels made prior to the development 
by the Bureau of Mines,” said Lewfs. 
“Attractive profits from drilling and 
producing this oi) will not be made 
unless future prices average consid- 
rably better than at present, and 
unless production proves to be near- 
est the maximum estimate. These 
estimates are @nly for the wall creek 
(or second) sanda, but the possibili- 
ties from. deener sands are. in my 
opinion. not attractive.”

FRAUD CONSPIRACY 


Man, Who Figured in King 
Will Suits, Said to Have 
Sought Bootleg Trade In- 


volving Half Million Cases 
%.

NEW YORK, Oct.,22.—Gaston 3B. 
Means, a former agent vf the lL'c- 
partment of Justice, has been in- 
dicted with Elmer W. Jarnecke, de- 


scribed as his secretary, on four 
counts involving alleged , conspiracy 
to violate the country’s dry¥maws and 
using the mails in a scheme to de- 
fraud. 

Means’ indictment became known 
today, when the seals were broken 
on four indictments handed down 
last Thursday. He was released in 
$15,000 bail. 

Six Named in Mail] Fraud. 

In the mail fraud, the conspirators 
are charged with having agreed’ to 
furnish _bootieggers with choice 
brahds of whiskies from distilleries 
Mentioned 
in connection with this operation are 
“McIntyre, a Tammany attorney;”’ A, 
L. Wilson, a druggist, formerly of 
Pittsburg, “Dr. Lobengier,” a man 
called “Sam” and another named 
“Ritter.” 

One of the schemes of the conspir- 
ators, it is said, involved 560,090) 
cases of whisky* and another 12,000 
cases and 12,500 barrels of Kentucky 
and. Pennsylvania liquors. From 
Nov. 1, 1921, to Mareh, 1925, Means, 
the indictment charges, conspired to 
violate the prohibition act and other 
Federal laws more than 100 times. 

The indictments charge a series of 
conspiracies to violate the national 
prohibitions act, the Hquor tax law 
and the internal revenue laws by 1l- 
legally removing liquor from bonde 
warehouses and of using the mails 
to defraud Sam Schmidt, 1343 Mil- 
waukee avenue, Chicago, in a whisky 
se.iing deal.

Railroad Labor Board Decision 
Affects Clerks and Station 
Employes on 55 Roads.

CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—The United 
States Railroad Labor Board made 
rublic a decision today awarding in- 


creases of 1 to 2 cents to clerks, sta- 
tion forces, dock, warehouse and 
platform freight handlers, and sim- 
ilar employes of.65 carriers.™ One 
hundred thousand employes are af- 
fected, and the increases will total 
$3,500,000 a year. 

The decision followed close upon 
another denying an increase to sig- 
nalmen.

“In the case of the signalmen, 
their present rates of pay and the 
very favorable treatment they had 
received in previous wage orders and 
adjustments, made it seem inequit- 
jable to award them an increase of 
wages under the _ statement  be- 
fore the board.

Part of Walls of Fidelity 
Place at 1721-25 Morgan 
Street Collapse. 


A fire, which attracted large 
crowds and caused the rerouting of 
street cars on three lines, destroyed 
nearly all the contents of the Fidel- 
ity Storage, Packing and Moving 
Co.’s warehouse at 1721-1725 Mor- 
gan street, late last night and early 


, this morning, caused part of the 


building’s walls to collapse, and left 


j} the remainder standing as a shell 


about the mass of wreckage in the 
interior. The flames, fanned by a 
wind, gained such headway that a 
general alarm was sounded. | 
The building was an old one, built 
of brick, five stories high in front; 
ang three in the rear. Crossed wires 
ir the top floor of the rear portion 
are believed to have started the 
blaze, which was discovered by a 
watchman~who resived in that part 


of the building. p- 

The first alarm was turned in at 
10:15 p. m., and though the fire 
was said to have been under control 
about 1 a. m., storage in the interior 
of the warehouse was stil! smolder- 
ing as late as 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing, compelling firemen to play a 
stream upon the interior. 

Brick Wallis Collapse. 

“As the fire gained headway, the 
walls along the west, forward part 
of the structure gave way, brick 
teppling down on a dwelling just 
west of the warehouse at 1727 
Morgan, damaging its roof. The 
persons living there had been or- 
dered out. The whole west section 
of the fifth story, toward the front, 
then collapsed into the interior, car- 
rying part of the fourth floor with it. 

Charles F. Betts, president of the 
company, said today that He had 
been unable to make a complete in- 
vestigation of the damage, but esti- 
mated the loss to the building at 
about $50,000, and that to the goods 
stored within at about $100,000. It 
is understood the total loss is cov- 
ered by insurance. 

Firemen today threw water on the 
front of the building, in an attempt 
to raze part of the wall which was 
weakened, and which they feared 
would collapse from the jar of traf- 
fic on the street. Some of the wall 
withstood the stream. 

Most of the~goods in the ware- 
house belonged to persons wh) had 
stored them there. .

The only way he could pre- 
vent a redtganization was to indict 
the directors. 

“Ross was forced to secure the 
indictment of the directors to pro- 
tect himself. Kingston and Schnel- 
der were forced to commit perjury 
in order to get immunity and escape 
prosecution. The Circuit Attorney 
fell for the conspiracy and became 
at least the unsuspecting but will- 
ing.tool.” y 

Theory of State’s Case. 

The general idea embraced in the 
prosecution of Hohenschild and the 
indictment of Major, Allen and Mc- 
Dermott is that they had received 
information of Meininger’s shortage 
of at least $754,000, that they knew 
this shortage would wreck the bank, 
and that notwithstandin this 
knowledge they permitted tn® bank 
to remain open and receive deposits 
to the ultimate loss of the depos- 
itors. 

In attempting to prove this case

Fights Passing of State Law. 

“The fight I am making,” said 
Hill, “goes back to two years ago, 
when the Maryland Anti-Saloon 
League was trying to put over in 
that State, as a ‘State enforcement 
code, a replica of the Volstead act. 
In the State Legislature, just as In 
the national Congress, the members 
from the rural districts predomi- 
nate. Wayne B. Wheeler, general 
counsel of the Anti-Saloon League, 
took a hand in the fight and I got 
in on the other side. 

“The drys succeeded in getting the 
bill across in the lower house by 
telling the members that the farm- 
ers needn't worry, as the bill 
exempted their wine and cider. The 
drys said the farmers would be able 
to make their own beverages, the 
same as they had always done. 

“The Senate, in passing the bill, 
tacked on an amendment providing 
for a referendum on it. Fearing a 
vote by the people, the House then 
killed the bill. 

“One of the reasons I am keeping 
up the fight-is to prevent the enact- 
ment of a State code in Maryland 
this fall. 

Farmer Versus City Man. 

“I want also to bring home to the 
farmers of the whole nation that 
the Volstead act as it stands if prop- 
erly enforced, will keep them from 
making cider of more than one-half 
of 1 per cent alcoholic content. I 
want, further, to show the country 
the inconsistency of an enforcement 
policy that lets'the plain farmer 
have his plain cider and keeps: the 
plain city man from having his plain 
beer. 

“Nobody can respect a law which 
presents a double moral standard. 

“The exemption of cider in section 
29 was put in by the drys as a bribe 
tu the farmers to get the Volstead 
act passed. I made no objection to 
the farmer’s having his cider—I 
want him to have it—but I do object 
to his having it while the city man 
is deprived of his beer. 

“I netice that the Government 
doesn’t object to the advertising 
fr California grapes, more of which 

re being sold today for wine-mak- 
ing “than ever before, but it does go 
after newspapers that advertise malt 
syrups and other home-brewing ma- 
tertals. The Government confiscates 
utensils used in home-brewing, but 
the Department of Agriculture issues 
special farmers’ bulletins telling how 
to make wine and cider. 

, Baby's Bottle Part of Still. 

“In making my wine, I carefully 
followed directions given by the De- 
partment. One bulletin pictured a 
‘nut-cracker’ type of press for crush- 
ing grapes. To show the ease with 
which anyone could make this and 
set himself up in the business of 
wine making? I constructed one out 
of a couple of old window bars, tied 
together with shoe laces from old 
boots I used in France. I took a 
baby’s milk bottle, a baby’s food 
warmer and a tube, and made a 
first-rate still. 

“That let me ask the prohibition 
authorities whether they intended to 
interfere with the food of babies. 

Correspondence With Haynes. 

“I Have had a lengthy corres: ond- 
ence with Haynes in an effort to get 
him to say what ‘intoxicating’ Means 
when applied to cider and fruit 
juices. First, I wrote and asked 
whether anybody would be prosecut- 
ed for the making of 2.75 cider. He 
replied, in May, 1922, that his office 
never had fixed a maximum alco- 
holic content for cider and fruit 
juices. Then he said that his office 
had no disposition to proceed against 
thé manufacture of cider containing

ROOSEVELT WROTE 
“EVER READY” WHEN 
CHALLENGED TO DUEL 


French Nobleman’s Threat Dur- 
ing Former President’s Ca- 
reer as Cowboy Proved 
to Be a Bluff. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK. Oct. 22.—Theodore 
Roosevelt during his career as a 
cowboy on the Dakota prairies ac- 
cepted a formal challenge to a duel 
with a French nobleman, but the ir- 
cident never came to the fighting 
Stage, it is shown in unpublished 
‘orrespondence of the former Pres- 
ident. The letter was found by Mrs. 
Roosevelt in her husband's papers 
at Sagamore Hill and was lent by 
her to the Roosevelt Memorial - As- 
soviation. 

The nobleman, whose name was 
Antoine de Vallombrosa, harbored a 
suspicior that Roosevelt was his en- 
emy. Receiving the nobleman’s 
challenge, Roosevelt wrote on the 
back of the letter in characteristic 
manner that “he was always on 
hand.” It developed the French- 
man’s threat was merely a bluff. 
The Colonel's letter said: 

“Most emphatically I am not your 
enemy. If I were you would know 
it, for I would be an open one and 
would not have asked you to my 
house nor have gone to yours. As 
your words seem to imply a threat, 
it is due to myself that the state- 
ment is not made through any fear 
of possible consequence to me; I, 
too, as you know, am always on 
hand and ever ready to hold myself 
accountable in any way for any- 
thing I have said or done. 

Yours very truly, 
“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.”

Over a year ago, 
I got Mellon to request an opinion, 
but no opinion has been given yet.

|WHOLESALE COAL PROFIT UP 
200 PER CENT SINCE WAR 


Federal Commissioner, However, Found That 
Despite Increasing Costs, Retailers Have

in liquor are paying no taxes, are submitting to

into the very vitals of the republic and undermin- 
ing the peace, good will and order which have 
been the first essentials of our system of govern- 
ment. 

The condition in the illicit liquor traffic which 
Mr. Busch undertakes to outline may be epitomized 
in his citation of.evidence to the effect that $100.- 

°000 a month is paid to enforcement officers for 
protection in Pittsburg alone. Corruption and 
venality are admitted even by enforcement officers 
themselves to be rife in large cities as well as in 
many smaller ones and in rural districts. 

The attitude known to exist among the higher 
/administrative officers of the government and the 
states is typified in the action of the Governors 
Conference at West Baden, Ind., which, with the 
exception of two of the Governors, was willing 
to proclaim steadfast devotion to the enforcement 
of the eighteenth amendment. Tne vast majority 
of Governors and other enforcement officers are 
willing to “proclaim’’ without limit, for they re- 
gard their positions as dependent on proclamations 
of willingness. But the nation, including the boot- 
leggers and moonshiners, cannot be convinced by 
proclamations. 

The root of the confusion lies in the fact that

It is hard 
for Europe to see what good your wealth is go- 
ing to do you if civilization perishes in Europe. 
You would merely drown in your gold. 

“If Washington realized what the peril to 
us all is and laid itts hands to the remedy, I 
imagine the situation would improve rapidly. 
The people of Europe want to get back to 
business. They want to make money. They 
are sick of indecision, war, waste, poverty. So 
far as we can make out you merely thank God 
for not being involved in the European de- 
bacle, with never a thought that you might 
prevent it.” 

We all felt somewhat 
response to that. 

“I do not believe the people of the United 
States are heartless.” Mr. Antwine said. “I 
think that the trouble is that they do not know 
how to give Europe any effective aid. They 
feel that merely sending money over perpetu- 
ates strife, or would perpetuate it. A good 
many people think it was our money that kept 
the world war going as long as it did. One 
man said to us: “This is the first time Europe 
ever had another hemisphere to finance its 
wers. which explains why this one went to @ 
knockout. We are all knocked out. Nobody 
at home ever thought of it in that way, bet 
there are plenty of things blowing about over 
here that we never thizok of at home.” 

Of all Europeans, perhaps the Italians are 
the friendilest to Americans. We once loaned 
them money, and they seem to think we might 
do it again. Moreover, al] Italians pretty much 
hope sometime to come to the United States 
and get rich. They have not been rich since 
the Roman empire fell. which is about the rec- 
ord interval in Europe for not having money 
at ali. 

“The Italian wants his own vine and fig tree. 
just as | want to get home and see how the 
persimmon crop is.” Mr. Antwine said. 

“Maybe we care nothing about Europe be- 
ciuse we are too stupid to realize what the 
passing of civilization over here would mean to 
us I have had a disquieting suspicion for 
some time that we have no heads for interna- 
tienalism.
